Shrimp and rice are at 
the heart of it Shrimp, of 
course, are all lean and low* 
calorie (about 150 to the 
4Vfc*ounce

RED MEATS — 
Beef supplies will be mod­ 
erately above September 1973. 
But all of the gain will come 
from grass-fed cattle, which 
will move to market in larger 
volume. Supplies of grain-fed 
beef will approximate the low 
level of September 1973. 
Pork production should ex­ 
ceed year-earlier rates, but run 
below the 1970-72 average. 
Hog slaughter rates should be 
starting the seasonal increase. 


POULTRY A EGGS — 
Egg output should be slight­ 
ly below September 1973 and 
about 4 % under the 1971-73 
average. 
Broiler-fryers should be down 
2 % to 4 % from last Septem­ 
ber end 4 % to 6 % below the 
1971-73 average. 
Turkey new-crop marketings 
should be about 2 % below 
September 1973 and about 9 % 
under the 1971-73 average. 
Cold storage holdings remain 
at record levels — one-third 
more than the most recent 3- 
year average. 
MILK A DAIRY PRODUCTS — 
Fluid milk, butter, cheese, 
and nonfat dry milk supplies 
should be adequate. Although 
milk production continues to 
decline seasonally, commer­ 
cial stocks of the three manu­ 
factured Items remain above 
levels of a year ago and the 
1P71-73 average. 
FRUITS, VEGETABLES, NUTS 
-Bartlett pear supplies will 
ba ample, with output from 


California, Oregon, and Wash­ 
ington nearly equal to the 
1971-73 average but 6 % un­ 
der 1973. 
Prune and plum production 
in Michigan, Idaho, Washing­ 
ton, and Oregon should ba 
about 10% less than last year 
and 5 % below the 1971-73 
average. 
California grape supplies will 
be ample. Production is slight­ 
ly less than a year ago, but 
17% more than the 1971-73 
average. 
Apples will be ample as the 
late summer-fall harvest gets 
underway. The 1974 crop will 
be slightly under last year’s, 
but about equal to the 1971* 
73 average. 
Canned non-citrus fruits will 
continue tight, but citrus Juic­ 
es will be plentiful. At the end 
of July, Florida concentrated 
orange juice stocks were 20% 
larger than 1973’s abundant 
supply. 
Dried prunes remain ample. 
This year’s production is ex­ 
pected to run 24% less than 
last year, but be greater than 
the latest 3-year average.

RED MEATS — 
Beef supplies will be mod­ 
erately above September 1973. 
But all of the gain will come 
from grass-fed cattle, which 
will move to market in larger 
volume. Supplies of grain-fed 
beef will approximate the low 
level of September 1973. 
Pork production should ex­ 
ceed year-earlier rates, but run 
below the 1970-72 average. 
Hog slaughter rates should be 
starting the seasonal increase. 


POULTRY & EGGS — 
Egg output should be slight­ 
ly below September 1973 and 
about 4 % under the 1971-73 
average. 
Broiler-fryers should be down 
2 % to 4 % from last Septem­ 
ber and 4 % to 6 % below the 
1971-73 average. 
Turkey new-crop marketings 
should be about 2 % below 
September 1973 and about 9 % 
under the 1971-73 average. 
Cold storage holdings remain 
at record levels — one-third 
more than the most recent 3- 
year average. 


MILK & DAIRY PRODUCTS — 
Fluid milk, butter, cheese, 
end nonfat dry milk supplies 
should be adequate. Although 
milk production continues to 
decline seasonally, commer­ 
cial stocks of the three manu­ 
factured items remain above 
levels of a year ago and the 
1971-73 average. 


FRUITS, VEGETABLES, NUTS 
Bartlett pear supplies will 
be ample, with output from 


California, Oregon, and Wash­ 
ington nearly equal to the 
1971-73 average but 6 % un­ 
der 1973. 
Prune and plum production 
in Michigan, Idaho, Washing­ 
ton, and Oregon should be 
about 10% less than last year 
and 5 % below the 1971-73 
average. 
California grape supplies will 
be ample. Production is slight­ 
ly less than a year ago, but 
17% more than the 1971-73 
average. 
Apples will be ample as the 
late summer-fall harvest gets 
underway. The 1974 crop will 
be slightly under last year’s, 
but about equal to the 1971- 
73 average. 
Canned non-citrus fruits will 
continue tight, but citrus juic­ 
es will be plentiful. At the end 
of July, Florida concentrated 
orange juice stocks were 20% 
larger than 1973’s abundant 
supply. 
Dried prunes remain ample. 
This year’s production is ex­ 
pected to run 24% less than 
last year, but be greater than 
the latest 3-year average. 
Raisin supplies will be mod­ 
erate, due mainly to 1973- 
crop inventories. That crop was 
32% above the 1970-72 aver­ 
age. 
Fresh vegetables will 
be 
ample and canned vegetables 
generally adequate. Stocks of 
most processed tomato prod­ 
ucts may be heavy. 
Frozen vegetables will be in 
good supply. July I stocks 
were 34% above 1973 and 


22% ahead of the 1971-73 
average. 
Potato supplies are increas­ 
ing seasonally. The 1974 sum­ 
mer crop is 11% above 1973, 
and more fall-trop acreage — 
7 % over 1973— should boost 
fall production. July I frozen 
potato stocks were 5 % above 
1973, but 14% below the 
1971-73 average. 
Walnuts will be abundant. 
Production in 1974 should be 
about 19% less than the large 
1973 crop but about equal to 
the 1971-73 average. 
Almond supplies will 
be 
more than adequate, since 
1974 production is expected 
to be much larger than both 
the 1973 and the 1971-73 
averages. 
Peanuts remain ample. Pro­ 
duction in 1974 is expected to 
be slightly under last year’s 
record crop but larger than 
the 1971-73 average. 


GRAINS & LEGUMES — 
Dry bean supplies should be 
ample, with expected record 
output 24% above last year 
and the 1971-73 average. Dry 
peas and lentils should be am­ 
ple, with dry peas nearly dou­ 
bling last year’s crop and 
totaling 28% more than the 
most recent 3-year average. A 
larger than average lentil crop 
is expected. 
Rice supplies are expected 
to be fully adequate. A record 
crop is forecast — 15% above 
a year ago and 22% above 
the latest 3-year average. 
Wheat will be tight but ade­ 
quate for U.S. needs. The new 
crop, mostly harvested, is 
pegged at a record — 8 % 
above 1973 and 13% over 
the 1971-73 average. 
Com for food should be ad­ 
equate even though the corn 
crop is forecast at 12% be­ 
low a year ago and the 1971- 
73 average.
